End of The War. 
The great war has at last oma to an 
apparent termination. It was to have 
boon a Blx weak'a war. It has lasted 
five times Bix, Tho graod army of 
France was to have marched to Berlin. 
Napoleon Illi vas marched willj nilly 
into PraiBla ; bal the Prassian army 
marched throagh France and has made 
a triumphal eritrj tnto^ParlsI When 
Napoleon left the gay metropolis lortho 
head qaartera of the armyV oBtenta- 
tiously announced hla doterminatioD 
only to re-eiiler Paris a .oonqaeror or 
a oorpBo. The former he can never do. 
The latter is oven doubtfoU If . w» are 
to accept iho temper of the Assembly 
now in seBsion ai Bordeaax aB an index 
to the national mind, Nappleoii ^^wi», 
nover egnin sU on the throne ot France. 
Having failed to find death at the head 
of his army, it is doubtful whether he 
will ever be permitted to re«.enter Paris 
a, corpse. What an oyeolfal thirty 
weeks to Napoleon— to JFrance— to the 
world. Think of Napoleon of three 
years ago, the prond entertainer of the 
great Sovoroigns, himself the autooralio 
ruler of the first of nations. Look at 
him now, a moping prisoner in the 
hands of one who was then his guest. 
Think of Napoleon of three year? ago, 
oven .. of one year ago, whose word, 
whose very look, was the barometer by 
which the price of rejnteB; rose or fell the 
world over; and think of him now, as 
one almost forgotten, whope very name 
now protokes scorn and bitter anathemas 
from tbose eama lips wbioh then made tho 
welkin linR with fliitbaaiiuitio sbouts ot 
'Vive NhpoUon'. And France, ptood, ohiT- 
alrouB France, bowed down— no iDspiriog 
'Maisellaise' beard now, — oompelled to 
witnesa :tbe inrading army marching 
in prond "triumph tbroogh I'aria, her inen 
and woBjen taming away to weep I Think 
ot bar not. only abandooinR loiever the long 
and roodly eberithid Rbeniab frontiar, bai 
oompelled lo retire almost to tba Vojgee, 
■orrendering Boraa of her beat piavincee 
aod strongest tnilitary poBitione. Who oao 
tbiolc of all ihia and not be deeply moved 1 
Surely Fraooe has beeo made to drink to 
the very dregs the bitter cup prepared for 
hei- by ao •mbi'ioaa preteodar. The war 
huitrajy .bjisOsBn evaDtlal ^'o^, ^nd it must 
oonatitota a dark page in the world'a bia. 
tory. Rut even in that diamal and dizaj 
puoorBoia paaeing btforo the mlad'a eye, 
gorafl brigbt epeolts are tisible. Tho war ia 
ended, and it is proBaraable ibat peace will 
be ro-eBtabliaheJ upon a lesa fragile basis. 
Tba war has buppily been oonSoed within 
: lbs arena ia wbioh it otigiaated. Had the 
otbsr Great Powera tjeen dragged into it, aa 
was at ona time threatened, bow mnob 
mors dire and widespread moat have bean 
the coDieqaeDoes. It is mattar of eipecial 
thankloloeBs to as, aa a nation, that Qreat 
Biitian baa happily osoaped the difaeironB 
cooaeqnences of lbs war, that aha baa been 
e'Dabled to maiotaia an bonoiirable and difc* 
nlfied neutrality throughout the terrible 
straggle and that ber offloea of friendly me- 
diation have not been altogether wltboiit 
good reaulte, while her true poaitioa baa 
been reoogDized aa the head of the oongress 
of natiooa recently eitting in London. The 
cioBiDg war has not only been an eveotfal 
one.bBt.tt has OTflitnroad ealoalationa and 
defied boisan angory ptobably to a greater 
extent thaa any atevioas war. When, at 
tba beginning of the war, the possibility of 
a Fraieiao .advance on Paris jras hinted at 
in thiejcnrnol, the idea waa ridjculed. 
When the probable lall of Patia waa predict- 
ed both ridicule and abjga were the ananer. 
To- day all these tbingB have bappaoed, end 
men bare ceased to wonder. It only now 
remaina to hope that Prnsala will bear ber- 
lelC well under sacb an astonudiog flood of 
snQcess and aagmented power; and that this 
war may be the laat which is to disgrace tbe 
eivilixaticD and Cbrialianily of the age.

Tho plan oonaiata in the employment of 
an endless wiro ropo, eupportod by pul- 
leya, which are oarrlodl ata considerable 
hight from tbe ground on stout poats, 
the etruoture looking not unlike an ordi- 
narj tolegroph line, more sabstantial, 
howovor, than lolograph lines are com 
monly mado in those parts, A portable 
Bteam englge drives, tbe rope at iroin 
five to elght'milo'j au hour, carrying 
a ooniinuoas stream of boxoe, each 
holding ono hundred weight, more or 
less, as tho caso may be, of what- 
ever matter may be traiumUtied. The 
ropo is endless, bo that 'the full boxes 
trayel on one side of the supports, . the 
empty ones returning oa tho other; the 
pendants by which tho boxes nro hang 
are specially lonuod to allow tboir pusf- 
ing the points of support, which they 
do with porlect case. Tbe line croasea 
tho country boldly, having little or nb 
regard to broken or uneven eurfaco, 
curves or gradiontp. Here, then, ia a 
railway wilhoot cuttings, embankments, 
tunnelHj vibduots, or bridges; no matter 
how hilly tlio country to be traversed. 
Ibis ie easily compensated by simply io- 
creasiog or diminishing tho hight of tho 
BtandurdB ; no matter what rivers have 
to be crossed, the wiro railway will span 
them without a single pier. A five mile 
line, capable ol currying ono hundred 
tons per day, with suitable steam power 
tetminals and all complete, is estimated 
to cost £1,807,10. boing at tho rate ol 
j£379 per miio, IntJroiiso of carrying 
capacity would invulvo incrcusu ol coat, 
BB, lor Instance, one cupable «f carrying 
one thou»aod tons per day would cost at 
ibe rate oii21,50O per mile. The rope 



may bo driven by steora or water power 
or oniraal power ; and tho readiness 
with which matter may bo taken up and 
set down in positions of fofaoility as rr- 
gards moat other. known modes, of mov 
ing dobatanceB, would appear to point 
to ibis inventioD as singularly adapted 
for short transport from mines to ship- 
ping, the landing or shipping of goods iu»ttie 
iibseDOD ol ornvonient wharfage, and the like. 
The facility with which long spana can ba 
matio is iinother important feature. Spans 
of ooe tboisaaDd feet are mads without any 
difficulty, and there aeema to be do reason lo 
doDbt that twice, possibly three jimes that 
distaoos oaa.ba.oveicome. Tbis.will doabtleaa 
(Dggast to, the reader's mind^jihaad^^ of 
tbe aerial -ran'waV lb etbtalilS *'rHe waters 
wbioh separate this Island from tba oontaaot 
at JobDBOQ Strait. Tbia plan would aleo ap- 
pear to be eminently adapted to the move- 
ment of aoa! from.oor mines to tbe ship, pre- 
seniing, as it does, a medlQin very maoh 
cheaper than tboae iaoidiaary ' use, ; eapeci- 
allj where the faae'el'thS^^taJify'Ji'M^^^^ 
able to the >obatrnotion .pf.uarawayj.
